S.O. 2459.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Export of P.V.C. Leather 
Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1966, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Export of P.V.C. Leather Cloth (Inspection) 
Amendment Rules, 1969. 

2. In the Export of P.V.C. Leather Cloth (Inspection) Rules, 1966 (hereinafter 
referred to as the said Rules), in clause (a) of rule 2, for the words “and Madras 1 2 3 ’, 
the words “Madras, Cochin and Delhi” shall be substituted. 

3. In the said Rules, for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"4. Procedure of Inspection. —(1) (a) An exporter intending to export P.V.C. 
Leather Cloth shall, not less than four days before the expected date of shipment, 
give intimation in writing of his intention so to do and submit an application 
along with the sample of P.V.C. Leather Cloth of the same quality and design 
as is intended to be exported in accordance with the specifications stipulated in 
the export contract to the Agency within whose jurisdiction the premises of the 
manufacturer or the premises where the goods arc offered for inspection are situat¬ 
ed in order to enable it to carry out the inspection in accordance with rule 3. 
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(b) The application shall also indicate tho specifications of the sample in*res- 
pcct of— 

(i) the weight of the cloth and coating, 

(ii) the dimensions, width, texture of piece, quality and colour or shade. 

(2) On receipt of the intimation and application along with the sample under 

sub-rule (1). the Agency shall inspect the consignment of weather Cloth 

in accordance with ruie 3. 

(3) If, aflcr inspection, the Agency is satisfied that the consignment of P.V.C. 
Leather Cloth conforms to the declaration relating to the consignment, it shall, 
within four days issue a certificate declaring the consignment as “export-worthy." 

(4) In the said Rules, for rule 5, the following rule shull be substituted, name¬ 
ly:- 

“5' Place of Inspection.—Every inspection under these rules shall be earned 
out either— 

(i) at the premises of the manufacturer of the goods, or 

(ii) ut the premises at which the goods are offered by the exporter for ins¬ 

pection, provided adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein."
